The Facts 
And figures 


To give students a basic founda- 
tion in Math, the department pro- 
vided for various subjects in the 
different classes. Freshman year 
students chose from General Busi- 
ness or Modern Algebra, while Gen- 
eral or Modern Geometry was on 
the agenda for the Sophomores. 
Juniors and seniors going further in 
Math undertook Intermediate Alge- 
bra and Trigonometry, Advanced 
Math and Calculus. 

A new outlook in Math, with a 
greater use of programmed ma- 
terials, was taken in classes. This 
method concentrated on the in- 
dividuals’ work rather than on the 
class or the material in the book. It 
also enabled each student to work at 
his own speed, whether fast or slow. 
Classes under this system would 
sometimes meet only twice or three 
times a week. The remaining time 
was used for either individual 
studying or assistance from the 
teacher.

New Field Enters Scientific Groove 


With Earth Science, Biology, Chemistry, and Phys- 
ics offered at Marian, students had plenty of oppor- 
tunity to get into the scientific groove, or rut, what- 
ever the case may be! 

Earth Science became the “new thing” in the de- 
partment, incorporating a variety of sciences, which 
students covered with an investigative approach in 
their own newly equipped lab. 

Biology, which is required for graduation, involved 
field trips, observations under the microscope, class 
reports, and highly exciting but odorous dissections, 
attempted in both the boys’ and girls’ labs. 

Chemistry, envisioned as the subject of mad sci- 
entists and sudden destructive explosions, proved to 
be a course of note-taking, movies, discussions of ob- 
servations, and lab work accomplished with the aid of 
students’ individual and classroom equipment. 

Physics developed as a true challenge, consisting 
of experiments, lectures, and problems. Figuring 
out the number of ping-pong balls that could fit into 
the physics lab, while taking into consideration the 
space occupied by lights, desks, and the like, was one 
such problem. The physics lab could also boast of new 
equipment: a friction-free table, a laser, and a radia- 
tion scintillator (a sophisticated geiger-counter). 

The Science Department can be justly proud of its 
program, for their efforts, plus students’ interest have 
produced a comparatively high percentage of students 
taking science courses.
